At least two Dominion elections 
are to be held shortly, and per- 
haps all the four vacancies — will 
soon be filled. If the first two 
elections result favorable to. the 
‘Government there will be little 
delay about bringing off the oth- 
ers. In Chateauguay the only 
part of the election that has any 
strong moral efiect has already 
been held. ‘The nominations theré 
are over, ‘and each party has 
chosen its champion, Hon. Syd- 
ney Fisher for the Liberals, and 
J. Morris for the Gonservatives. 
‘The rést of the election will be 
fought out purely on issués® of a 
political nature, supported by the 
two candidates as followers of 


The standing of the men as indi- 
viduals is largely lost sight” of 
after nomination, as the electors 
for the guidance-of their real rul- 
ers, the-pafty leaders, are ‘bound 
to pronounce on which set of pol- 
icies- they like thé best.{There are 
always,a few éx¢eptions to ~ this 
in the smalk number of men,- who 
will find their liking for one par- 
ty or the other so hearly balanc- 
ed. that their votes will go for 
the candidate ‘that impresses 
them most favorably.

The im- 
portance of these nominations 
cannot be overestimated. An hon- 
orable candidate of a daringly up- 
Tight character will impress ‘him- 
self on his whole party, raising 
,its tone quite perceptibly: On 
[the other hand a weak man, who 
has not got strong, clear convic- 
itions and a will to back them up, 
may do no end of harm merely 
by his easy compliance with the 
“questionable dealings of others. 
It is not an easy thing to run a 
‘perfectly straight course in pol- 
itics, and only the most sturdy 
materials should be chosen for a 
held of effort in which the temp 
tations are many. It was simply 
because the electors of the United 
States would not turn out and do 
their duty on nomination day 
jthat many of the states were 
forced to adopt the election — of 
‘candidates, so making a double 
‘election necessary every time a 
poll is taken.

~The, importance of the thresh- 
ing machine in serving as a 
means of disseminating weeds, is 
to some extent recognized, as 
may -be seen by the Weed Acts in 
force in some provinces, making 
it compulsory for the men in 
charge of the threshing machine 
to\clean it, as well-as.the wag- 
on and racks or. any other part 
of the owtfit, before removing 
them from a farm. But as -fe- 
gards . thé dissemination of smut 
diseases the fecessity of making 
it compulsory to fumigate the 
outfit ‘is by no means adequately 
dealt with. A machine which has 


been used for threshing grain in-. 
‘lfected with 


smut will: contain 
millions of smut spores which 
it will scatter all over the fields 
or roads over which it travels, 
besides infecting the next lot of 
grain to be threshed. The  stic- 
cessful control of smut diseases 
will depend very largely upon the 
exercise of ‘every care and. the 
adoption of means by which ‘the 
possible ways of dissemination 
are controlled. The method of 
treatment alone will not dispose 


Jof smut diseases; it is also, neces- 


sary to cut off all means of in- 
fection. It is advisable to make 
it compulsory not only to clean 
the machine after use in order to 


use On new premises. ta- 
tion which would be required to 
destroy ‘the smut, disease germs is 
as simple ag it is effective. After 
sweeping the machines inside and 
out tosget rid of ithe weed seeds, 
the foreman*of the gang should 
immerse some.old bags or sack- 
ing. in formalin--one, pound to one 
valton of water—and place _ them 
mside, the machine, after which 
all openings should be -closed. or 
covered up to retain the formal- 
dehyde which evaporates, If thor- 
oughly air-tight, or as ait-tight 
as possible, the fumes will, very 
efiectively destroy the vitality of 
any smut spores while the ma- 
chine is travelling from one farm 
to the other. Alice five to. six 
tiours fumigation, the inside. of 
the machine contains no living 
smut spores. The outside of the 
machine, wagon, racks and any 
implements, :¢ete., in use~may be 
rapidly sterilized by means of an 
ordinary knapsack ‘sprayer filled 
with the formalin solution gbove 
mentioned. After a little experi- 
ence the whole procedure would 
not require’ more than half an 
hour and would cost little. 
Farmers should insist in sceing 
this treatment carried out, and 
the thresher should be provided 
with a card setting forth that 
this treatment was carried out 
before leaving the farm, which 
card should. be signed by the 
farmer and be demanded. by the 
next-farmer on the list, when the
